Q. Although the actual acquisitions are lees numeroaa 
tlian tbott of tbs praviooe year, yet the Trustees are glad to 
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note that pro|rre«e in tha work of tlin Museum bns in no vay 
jU^^ed or b<en in tba least diminiabed, for wLicb they bava 
tc tender their ibanka to Su^ean-C'aptaina Aleock and 
Andenon and to Mr. Pino. Tbe improremanta in the Exbi* 
bition Gaiiariaa, both from an educatieoal and aigbb^aainf 
pMQt of newj M irel] aa tbe ayatomatio catalognin^ end final 
elaaaifiMtion oi tbe mwa ef m atonal in tbe ooHactioue^-tbe 
nooumnlatioa ef paat yaara—bava ateadily prograsead. The 
raoft im portent acqnlsitiena hare been noted in detail in the 
SapaniiteQiisDt’a rapon berewitb attaabad.

SUPBRINTBNDSNT. 

I HAVE the honour to Bubt&tt my Report upon the Museum 
for the yc^ ending 31 $t March 18^. 

During my absence OQ deputation with the Pamir 
Boundary Comrnission—from the 7th Juoe to the 31st 
January—Dr. A. R. S. Anderson officiated as Superin¬ 
tendent! but this has not affected the steady pursuit this 
year, in the Zoological Section, of the two main objects 
mentioned in last year’s report—namely (1) the improve- 
ment, for gcueral cducatloual purposes, of the Exhibition 
Galleries, and (s) the systematic cataloguing aod iinal 
arrangement of the great mass of unclassified material 
(especially Invertebrata) that has accamuUted during 
the past twenty years. 

Un^l this material has been at any rate in part worked 
out, it appears inadvisable to encourage further indis¬ 
criminate collecting; but rather to confine our attentioa 
to those groups that are either known or gradually bes 
coming known as our catalogues progress. It is only 
by following some such plan that with our limited staA 
we can hope to produce results of general value. 

During the present year a good deal has been done 
to the Mammal Gallery, and some progress has been 
made towards a final arrangement of the coTlections of 
Birds, Fishes, and Crastacca, as is detailed in the 
se<^ucl. 
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In the Arch*obgicaI Section, thaoks to the Govern- 
meat of Bengal, a la^e number of Buddhistic an¬ 
tiquities and a most valuable series of Asoka casts have 
been acquired. A few changes have been made in the 
Archsolc^cai Gallery. 

One of the most noteworthy events of the year has 
been the building of the longed-for work-rooms and ac* 
coramodation for reserve and study collections, The 
boildiog is now complete and the interior is being fitted, 
so that we may hope to be able to make use of it during 
the current year. 

L^ADDITIONS TO THE COLLECTIONS. 

The total acquisitions number 3,822 specimens, ez« 
eluding the Archzolc^cal donations from the Govern* 
cnent of Bengal, or 729 less than last year. A majority 
of the acquisitions have been named.

Marenzeller, in exchange; 

(viii) Fine specimens of Fengulos obtained from the 
Otago Museum, in exchange ; 

(is) Exchanges of Mollusca with Mr. H. Fulton ; 
(s) Numerous mammals and birds presented bj 
Mr. W. Rutledge and by the Calcutta Zoolo¬ 
gical Garden. 

B.—ASCHiCOLOGY.

A series of 4 specimens fyoung and old, both male 
and female) of the great Pamir sheep, the adult male 
presented by Lieut. Ossetinsky of the r6tb Turkestan 
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Battalion, and a fine aeries of the Golden Marmot of the

A quite perfect and very large specimen of the Lam* 
mergeyer presented by Genwal Povalo Schweikowky. 
A magnificient specimen of Himalayan Vulture presented 
by Major £. P. H. McSwincy. Some fine specimens 
of Baer's Pochard, now almost for the first time recorded 
from India, discovered and presented by Mr. F. Finn, 
and a specimen of the remarkable Stiff*tail Duck.

Two forms 
had been set up when, early in the present 
year, the first Tolume of a Second Edison of 
the British Museum Catalogue of Fishes was 
received. As our Catalogue was purposely 
modelled on the First Edition of the British 
Museum Catalogue, It was thought advisable 
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to stop priotiog our CaUlcgue for tR«* 
present; and as tbe new edition of the 
British Museum Catalogue will probably 
embody all tbe latest Indian discoveries, it will: 
probably be unnecessary for us to compile 
eventually anything more ambitious than a 
Hand List of our own collection. 

Since the collection is already fairly well 
arranged, and ^nce^as far as h known—it 
contains nothing that has not been already 
described, we shall lose Httle by the delay. 


ni.—ADDITIONS ETC. TO THE GALLERIES. 

(i) lavertebrate Gallery. All tbe ugly wooden* 
shelves have been removed from the cases 
and have been replaced by shelves of glass. 

Tbe written labels to the individual exhibits are 
gradually being replaced by printed labels. 
A series of Savnie>KeDt*s photographs of 
living coral-reefs, and a series of enlarged 
teaching dla^ams have been mounted and 
hong. 

A series ci enlarged and coloured drawings of 
living mollusks and of mollusk-dissectloos 
have been prepared and exhibited for eacls 
family of MoIIuska. 

(H) Nothing has been done to the Fish Chllery. 

(Ui) In the Reptile Gallery a dissection of a large 
Crocodile’s heart hai been mounted. 
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{iv) !a the Bird Gillery the cases illustratiog vari3> 
tlpD, and Secoodary SexuaJ characters, and 
Bird morphology have been attended to, but 
are not yet filled. 

A series of eggs of Indian birds has been mount¬ 
ed in glass cases under cartains. 

The large series of Insect cases temporarily 
placed in this Gallery has been filled with 
us^ul exhibits of the Insect pests of this 
country. 

(v) The Mammal Gallery has been thoroughly over* 
hauled ; the cases have been repainted and 
thoroughly poisoned, old and damaged speci* 
mens have been removed, and all the speci¬ 
mens now remaining have been cleaned 
and poisoned anew. 

Orders and {amilies have been more sharply segregat¬ 
ed, and each family and order has been provided with a 
black and white a ooden label showing the scientific and 
popular name. 

The lion and tiger exhibit, which was filing’to 
pieces, has been destroyed, and its case is now occupied 
by a series of skeletons in which man and the higher 
apes are compared. 

A series of sknils HJustrating the diEerect types of 
Mammalian (Bntherlan) dentition has been mounted— 
the homologous teeth being coloured alike throughout 
the series. 

A akeletos of a tiger and a small Cetacean have been 
mounted together in one case to contrasttho modifications 
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muttiog from adapt^Uon of the mamnaliaa type to aa 
aqoatic life. 

A great maoy new exhibits have been mounted, in* 
eluding a very hce tiger, and fine specimens of the Great 
Pamir sheep. 

Tbe Marsupials and moaotremes, as belonging to 
orders not represented in tho Indian Fauna, and as other* 
wise lending themsclvea to this ajra&gement, have been 
completely isolated at the nortbero end of the Gallery, 
fvi) ArchsoLogicai Gallery. The Bbarhut sculp* 
tures which wore suffering from being embed* 
ded in the damp wall of tbe northern court, 
have been removed and rearranged in a bet¬ 
ter place. 

Tbo cUy impressions of ancient coios and seals pre* 
seated by Mr. C. J. Rodgers have been exhibited In one 
of the western bays.

ciety of Bengal. As the “ Investigator” Ophiuroidea is 
prae^cally coextensive 'A'ith the Trustees’ collectioo 
Dr. Kohler’s work will be a Catalog;ue of our Opbiuroids. 

(iii) Cbustacsa. 

The collections of Oxyrhyneb and Oxystome Cr^s 
bave been completely worked out and finally arranged. 

(iv) MOLtUSCA, 

The collectioD of Cepbalopods sent to Oxford in 1893 
lias now been returned—all the specimens having been 
named by Mr. E. S. Goodrich whose results—illustrated 
are about to appear in the transactions of the Llnneao 
Society. Mr. Edgar A. Smith of the British Museum has 
continued the arrangement by nhich our new shells are 
named by him In return for a co*type or duplicate to be 
deposited in the National collection.

Have published various 
papers already noted dealing with parts of the Trustees' 
collections, have planned and supervised the changes in 
dhe Galleries already noticed, a$ well as the work of the 
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EntomoI^icaJ and Tasidcrmist^s Departments, and have 
been engaged on other work for tuture pubUcatioo. 

Deputy Superintbndbnt. 

Mr. E. C. Cotes resignod on the (7th April and 
Mr. F. Finn was promoted Deputy SuperintendeDt from 
that date. 

Has been in charge of the Bird Gallery and coUce- 
Uon of birds, and bas made inucb progress with the 
manuscript of a Hand List of that eolleetion. Has pub> 
lished the eKperi mental paper already noticed. Was 
absent on deputation at the Forest School, Debra Dun, 
from the j 3 tb August to (Sth October. 

First Assistant to the Superintendent. 

Mr. F. Finn was promoted to the Deputy Superin- 
tendenlship on the 17th April, and the post bas been 
Tacant since. 


Second Assistant to the Superintekobnt. 

The post has been vacant throughout the year. 

Librarian and Head Clerk. 

Mr. H. B. Perie acted in this capacity up to the 3i$t 
October when he was confirmed in the appointment, 
vies Mr. Fleroiog, appointed Registrar to the Trustees. 
He bas kept the whole of the Department in his eba^e 
in thorough order, and also helped in the minor details 
eoDMCted with the working of the Museum. 
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He bas c&mplctcd and sent to Press the maaascripf 
of the Second Supplementacy Library Catalogue. 

AU bis work has, as heretofore, been of a high class. 

Entomological Assistant. 

Mr, E. Barlow has carried on aU the current duties of 
the Entomological Depart meat ever since the resigna¬ 
tion of Mr. E. C. Cotes. Has completed the manuscript 
of a volume (Vol. W, No. a) of the Indian Museum 
Notes. Has prepared a number of trays illustrating 
the Insect Pests of India, which trays are now exhibited 
in the Bird Gallery. 

SueORGlNATB ASSISTANTS. 

Mr, J. B. Richardson was promoted Personal Assist¬ 
ant to the Superintendent on the axnd October and has 
been engaged in multifarious clerkaJ duties and in the 
important work of extracting references for the Cata¬ 
logues of Crustacea and Eebinoderma, and registering 
acquisitions etc. 

Mr C- 0 . Bateman has worked under Mr. Finn in the 
Bird Gallery and in thecuration of thecoQection of birds 
and in registering acquisitions etc. 

Mr. C. Swaries has been in charge of the Ta^dermist 
Department and of stores, and he and his assistants have 
prepared and mounted a large oumber of specimens in 
their usual careful and artistic way. 

The artists have been engaged throughout the year in 
illusirating both the publications and Che exhibited col* 
lections. 
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Mvnsbi KassiojuddiD again deserves mention for the* 
excellencB oi his labelling throughout the Museum. 

VII.—MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 

Owing to Dr, A, R, S. Anderson having been appoint^ 
ed to act as Superintendent of the Museum, during the 
Recess of the Marine Stirvc)', we have this year had no ex¬ 
tra assistance from this source. But the Artist to the 
Survey has continued Ins worV here on the illustration of 
the Zoology of the R. I. M. S. Inveiti%<ttoY. 

The assistance afforded by Mr. Edgar A. Smith, Mr. E. 
S, Goodrich, Prof. F. E. Schulse and others has already 
been referred to, and these geutlemen have all been 
thanked in the Trustees’ name for their friendly help. 

Mr. W. L. Sclatei who has again left England reports 
that he has been unable to attend to Alcyooarian Corals 
that were sent to him on the 35th February (2p3,but that 
Ins successor at Eton College, Mr. M. 0 . Hill, is taking 
care of them. 

In Archaeology we have bad the assistance of 
Mr. A. Caddy who was deputed to collect by the Bengal 
Government and who developed his collections here. 

Id Numismatics the Superinteodent has again to record 
his obligatioo to Dr. A. P. R. Hoernle. 

No actual losses have to be reported, but a few badly 
damaged specimens have been removed from the Mamm^ 
Gallery and have been destroyed, among them were the 
Eghtlng Hon and tiger referred to last year as being In a 
Tory bad state. 
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VIII.-CONCLUSION. 

The usual appendices showing (i) a Summary o( re^s* 
tered additions for the year> (a) a LUt of Donors to ihe 
Museum duriQglbeycar,(3) aList of Donors to the Library 
during the year, and (4) the Yearly Return of Visitors, 
follow. From the last itwill be seen that 471,7S0 persons 
—a daily aver^:e of i,pb5^visitcd the Museum during 
the 240 days on which it was opes to tbo general public. 

The collections arc believed to bo In good order. The 
exhibited eoUcctlons are almost certainly in good order, 
aa are those on the ground floor of the Superintendent’s 
quarters. The rest will be carefully surveyed when they 
are removed to tbe new bulUllog. 

The Condition of the main building Is apparently un* 
changed» tbo alterations carried out during the year in* 
dude a plentiful water-supply and convenient fittings, so 
that in future It will be possible to washout the building 
thoroughly without trouble and without much expense. 

As already reported, the new East building for work 
rooms and reserve and study collections is complete, ex* 
cept for fittings. The fittings of the Taxidermist's rooms, 
however, are well advanced. Unfortunately the rooms de* 
signed for the study collections of mammals and birds 
were not built according to specified requirements, so 
that the specification of fittings for those rooms will 
require alteradon.

In doing 80 1 desire to saf that in accordance viih the 
wishes of the Tmstees conveyed bf yov No. ieo*«R.R.» dated 
the Fgth August 1893 , 1 have endeavoured in this Report for 
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to conii&c R17 remaiks ffix 36 possible to my work oa 
Officer la charge of the Economicaod An Section ol thebluseura 
to the exduston of matters relating (0 my p 04 iiioo of Reporter 00 
Economic Frodacts to the Government of India, aUhoagh, ae 
meotioned in laai year a Report, the eperatione of that department 
of my office are very nearly inseparable from the duties connected 
with the hfuseojD. 

I accordingly proceed at once to record the progress made 
and work done is the three Galleries into which this Section Is 
divided, {e) Economic Gallery, (^) Achwarc Gallery, Ethno. 
logical Gallery. 

(e) Ecen$sic GolUty-^'Tht ezperincQtal hay fitted ap in 
this Gallery haeiogmet with the approval of Mis Honour the 
late UeutenanC'Govetnor of Bengal, that Government decided 
to give effect to the entire scheme of fittings for the Gallery 
deigned by me. The work has aceordiogly been steadily 
poshed on with the aid of Chinese Carpenters sopplled by the 
Public Works Depariinent, and 00 the gist March 1896 only a 
comparatively small number of ba}'s remained tube completed. 

I may state here that I have devoted coosideiabie lime ahd 
labour 10 uorklng out, with the assistance of a draughtsman kindly 
lent by the Fublio Works Department, the designs for the new 
cases that will stand In the middle of the Galleiy and will contain, 
as indicated in last year's Report, actual Trade samples of the 
chief staple commodities of Indian Commerce, such as Cotton, 
Jate, Silk, and Indigo. Other cases to stand in the middle of the 
Gallery have been desigrted to hold specimeos of Rhea and other 
Fibrea 

MeutioD may here be made of a simple and effective plan 
which baa been adopted with all the show-cases put op in the 
Eccoomic CoorL This consists of 1 half bead projection on the 

t 
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cads sad sides of cases which meets ibe door or lid on cfosiog h. 
To receive ihis half bead projection a corresponding boliow or 
groove is ent in ihe door or lid as ibe case may be, ihe object of 
course being (o render the cases dust^tigbu 

An improved method designed by rae of locldtig up the 
cases has been successfuUy carried out by Messrs. T.E. Thomson 
A Co.i Ld. This consists of a circular latch working on a 
coQvea baUon from the outside of the case and which is locked 
and unlocked by means of a fork key fitting into t holes in the 
convex button and which vngle key opens all the locks in the 
gallery. 

Large air*llght store boxes of sixes, the same as adopted by the 
Imperial Insiltute^ are urgently needed for the convenient and 
safe storing of specimens. It is being arranged to have these 
prod need to our order by a local drm. 

As (he Trustees arc probably aware, arrangements have been 
perfected by which an ample supply of water is to be constantly 
supplied to this Section, as well as to other departments of the 
Muscom generally. The object of this is thr^foldFirst in 
case of lire, to provide against which a number of hydrants have 
been fitted tbroaghout the bnllding, and close by a hose will be 
kept ready for fixing to a hydrant. This latter provision is 
made at convement skations all over the building. The second 
puqjose for which water Is required is fox the w^og and clean* 
ing of the specimens, cases, and fioois of the Courts; and lastly 
for lavatory purposes. 

In a side room adjoining each gallery is being fitted up a 
complete set of mu^.n ceded appliances for poisoning specameos 
consisting of a lead and an earthenware trough vitb water laid 
on, also a aubnaniLal work'tabie, etc. In the Fconomic Oailery, 
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the side room referred to contninlng troughs is being converted 
into % dark room for photographic voik. 

As soon as the Bengal Government bad sanctioned the whole 
ol the wall'btttngs for the Economic Gailery» it became necessary 
to remove to the godowns and elsewhere the Ecooaicic Specimens. 
This waa a task entailing much labonr, and was saiisfactotilj 
perfonned b/ the ilnsenm staff under 107 orders and those of 
Mr. Yates* the Officiating Assistant Corator. Directif the wall- 
6ttiDg8 are completed, the work of arranging these specimens 
in ibetr respective bsys will be commenced. 

The wall-htdngs in the Economic Coart consist of an apright 
case, a sloping desk case and a store locker or cabioet below for 
reserve stock. It U intended that the panels forsiiog the doors 
of these cabinets shall be of characteristic Indian woods. After 
ccnsoltalion with the Inspector General of Forests, arrangemenu 
have been made to seoore seasoned planks for this purpose. In 
the meandme, and while these are being collected, the doors have 
been tentporaiilj 6ited with panels of Australian and other tim* 
bars which greatl7 relieve the monotony that would otherwise 
result were the paoelling of aU the doors constmcied of one and 
ibc same kind of wood. 

It is a matter of some regret that owing to the snavoidable 
length of time that is being taken (0 accomplish the fitting np of 
this Court, iittle or no progress can be reported in the final 
arrangement of the Economic Spemmens. It is hoped, however, 
that the time is not far distant when a serious beginning will be 
possible in this direction. 

In ^ year under r^rt the collection of sped mens baa 
steadily progreased, and the work of attending to these has been 
nene than snSdect to tax the energies and resourcea of the 
tecamngand despatching staff is the hlnsenm.

Although strenoous efibrts were mAde on the port of every* 
one coDCcrsed to complete the work wiibio that perioa, little 
more was done than iO form the groundwork of fatore opera* 
UoDs. Tbis consisted in replacing some of the coses to (be 
best advantage, ibe object in view beiog to establish a scieotK 
ilc basis of classification, and also to prodnee a less rigid effect 
IQ the display of objects in the GaNety. 2t is believed that ibe 
resnll amply jostifies expectations and that the appearance of 
the Gallery may with reason be said to have been thereby 
trsDsformed. At leori such is the opinion of those who have 
visited it and who hod seen the prevlons arrangement of the 
cases. One great advantage arising from the new plan adopted 
is that the various objects can now be studied from different 
points of view.

Two ont of the foor large and ctirioas pieces of wood 
carving of some antiquity which bad remained on the groimd 
floor of the building were brought up into the gallery and placed 
Id the wood work section. Owing to the decayed and worm* 
eaten condition of the other two, it was not considered advisable 
to place them in the Gallery lest injury might be communicated 
to other specimens.

1 vonld here direct auention to the change iliat bar been effect* 
ed in manner of displajing tbe Embroideries and Textiles in the 
Caller/. These axe now draped more or less aTtisticalij and it is 
believed lhax a truer conception of design and colour ts thereby 
coQveyed than when the specimens vere folded up sqaare. It 
vould seem too that by the oev method of exposing these exhibits 
they are less likely to haiboot insects. 

Wbaiever vie^s may be held as to the merits or otherwise of 
the new plan of lO'arraDfemettt, it must be allowed that (he 
through overhanliag which the work has entailed will prove of 
irnmeoie benedt to the specimeos themselves. 

Tbe state of the colleciions may be doscribed as fair. During 
the process of rearrangiof the exhibits % greater amount of 
depredation was found to exist than there should have been.

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Efforts are now being to reduce such depreciation to the 
emptiest ewteot possible bj a more liberal use of Insectiddes sad 
period (cailj osamimng the spedmeos. 

It siU be borne In nind, however, that a certain percentage 
of dantage to Museani goods, e^edallj Texiites, is uoavcudable 
In a oHroate such as chat of Bengal. 

Besides smngiog the show^es in the Art-ware Gallcr/ on a 
new plan as described abov’e, it has beeo foond possible lo increase 
the shoW'Casc acoommedadon verj cooridcrably wiihcuC, as far as 
appearances go, taking up more space than was occopied 
bj the cases under the old plan. Nine ebonised coses with glass 
doors some so foci high and 4 feet wide have been brought :& 
from another part of the Section where they were not being used, 
and have been placed in the Eastern half of the Galleiy in the 
main passage on cither side, one between each bay. On seeing 
these ia their present position it would scarcely be suspected that 
the esaes were not originally intended fox this Gallery so appro¬ 
priate are they for the portions assigned to them. These cases 
have been niilised for Textiles. Other two long |ewe| cases fitted 
with Chabb's locks and a master key, that remained nnosed for 
some time In ihe Office of the Economic and Art Section, have 
beta placed in the middle of the Western half of tbe Gallery. 
These mostnsefnl cases have been devoted to Silver Jewellery. 

At the Eastern end of the Gallery four new bracket wall-caaes 
and a bracket shelves, tbe whole costing Raoc^ are being con- 
stneted with the sanction of the Tmstees, and axe almost 
completed* These bracket valbcaaes arc Intended lor specimens 
of stone carving, etc.
